In races of intermediate lengths the weights 
for the shorter distance shall be carried.

Yet 
the Americans stuck to the boy and profited by 
their loyalty. 

Pittsburg Phil paid $7500 for The Winner and 
the change of owners restored the colt to good 
standing in the East. 

When the St. Louis Fair Grounds Association 
annual meeting is held this month it is likely 
that Robt. Aull will be elected president and 
Joe Murphy secretary. 

J. A. McLaughlin, the once premier of Ameri- 
can jockeys, has supplanted Jimmy McCormick 
as the trainer of the Burns & Waterhouse 
stable. His contract is for one year. 

The effete East which has several times re- 
jected Tod Sloan now swallows him, cigars, 
hi-ky and ail. His interests of late have been 
with Pittsburgh Phil, M. F. Dwyer and general 
gaudiness of raiment. 

J. E. Seagram sold some horses in Toronto, 
Nov. 18. The prices ruled low. The highest 
price was $210. Vicar of Wakefield, b. g, 5, l»y 
Springfield— Bonnie Vic, and Bonnifield, br. g, 
4, full brother to Vicar of Wakefield, $165. 

There is little credit to the Cincinnati fable 
about Oakley going to mutual and auction 
betting next season. The Oakley investment 
hasn't been one of loss. The profit it has 
reaped is just about that contributed by the 
bookmakers and refreshment privileges. 

There is to be a northern racing circuit in 
1897. made up of Cleveland, Detroit, Buffalo, 
Pittsburg and three or four other towns.
